OAS Offers Best Hope 
In U.S.-Cuban Dispute 


The U.N. Security Council yesterday 
approved a resolution to refer charges of 
aggression against the United States to 
the 2l-nation Organization of American 
States. If anything can be done to amelio- 
rate a steadily worsening situation, OAS 
is the only hope. 

Meanwhile, the Soviet Union is rat- 
tling rockets, ordering the United States 
to keep hands off Cuba or risk war. For 
once the United States has replied in kind. 
And .it is high time Moscow is made to 
understand that the Monroe Doctrine still 
stands and that Soviet moves to take over 
Cuba as a base for infiltration of all Latin

Alarming as is the fact that Commu- 
nist imperialism now has moved to our 
very doorstep in Cuba, it is proper that 
any action possible be taken within the 
OAS. The Soviets already are scoring one 
propaganda success after another by pos- 
ing as a champion of the rights of small 
nations against Western—meaning United 
States—imperialism. 

We need the support of the Organiza- 
tion of American States, committed to 
opposition to communism. But in any 
évent possibility of a Communist take- 
over in Cuba is the gravest threat to this 
hemisphere in its history and must be pre- 
vented.

Presidential year elections invariably 
see more votes cast than off-years. There 
is also just as invariably less interest in 
purely local candidates and issues than 
there is in off-years. 

For some reason too many people seem 
to think they can spare the time to decide 
between Nixon and Kennedy, say, but not 
between two or three candidates for the 
commission or the council. 

Fortunately, it’s not much trouble to 
vote for the local candidates after you've 
gone to the trouble of getting to the poll- 
ing place to vote for president. 

A big turnout is expected in DeKalb 
County this year. For a change; part of 
the reason is that a heated, lively local 
battle is being fought for six offices.

Pastor Says Letter 
Needs Clarification 


Atlanta—In. the publishing of 
my letter; pertaining to what I 
termed “ very real inherent 
dangers retative to the election 
of a Roman Catholic to the pres- 
idency of our nation’ the last 
paragraph was deleted. I feel this 
to be most unfortunate, since that 
omitted paragraph was neces- 
sary for a true rendering of the 
over-all meaning and context of 
my thoughts, for it was here that 
I spoke in specific terms of the 
nature of the inherent dangers 
referred to, in the following way:

Biggs said he based this opinion 
on the number who entered first 
grade last fall, only 25 of some 
1,000 eligible to do so. 


“Tt has been the experience in 
school desegregation that a large 
number of Negro children do not 
seek integration even when offered 
the opportunity. This is common 
knowledge” he wrote. 


Judge Biggs also took note of 
another contention by opponents of 
speedy integration—possible dis- 
ruptive influences and violence. 
Violence occurred in the southern 
Delaware community of Milford 
five years ago when integration 
moves first began. 


SOME WAY TO GO 


“Concededly there is still some 
way to go to complete an unquali- 
fied acceptance but we cannot 
conclude that the citizens of Dela- 
ware will create incidents of the 
sort which occurred in the Milford 
area five years ago,”’ Biggs said. 


Delaware authorities claimed 
the incidents were sparked by out- 
siders. 


Some 46 per cent of Delaware’s 
77,000 public school pupils attend 
totally integrated institutions, the 
bulk of those in the large northern 
tier city of Wilmington. 


Louis L. Redding of Wilmington, 
counsel for the Negro pupils, had 
contended that since all of them 
were above the first-grade level 
when the gradual integration plan 
went into effect, none ever would 
be able to attend an integrated 
school.

For Gout 


By JOSEPH G. MOLNER, M.D. 

Dear Dr. Motner: I have fre- 
quent attacks of gout. I take 
six tablets of colchicine, plus 
bathing in epsom salts. Is there 
any new medicine that will 
give relief from pain in shorter 
time?—S. S. 


Gout has been known for many 
hundreds of years. It goes back at 
least to the days of Rome's 
grandeur, and I presume that it 
was known before that. 


Colchicine .has been in use for 
a long, long time. Only in very 
recent y has other effective 
medicat become known. This 
has not meant that colchicine is 
ready to be abandoned. It is still 
a good medicine. 

There are other preparations 
besides colchicine which have 
proved useful. The one which 
comes most readily to mind is 
probenecid. 


Gout, while it is classically con- 
nected with repeated periods of 
pain in the big toe, also can, less 
frequently, attack other joints in 
the body. The attacks come and 
go. 


Discuss the gout with your doc- 
tor. Let him prescribe the precise 
drug that will help you—or per- 
haps he will find that you get 
the. best results with more than 
one. This is not a disease in which 
you look for a cure. You look for 
prevention and amelioration of at- 
tacks. I know of patients who, by 
following orders faithfully, have 
gone for years without an attack. 


Fussy diet used to be considered 
very _important. However, this 
opinion has changed somewhat. 
But this does not mean that you 
can safely decide you can ignore; 
diet altogether and eat an excess 
of rich foods. 


I am thoroughly. convinced that 
sensible diet and suitable drug 
treatment will do worlds of good 
in keeping gout down to a point 
at which it doesn’t make life ut- 
terly miserable. Maybe the im- 
portant advice is to keep on ob- 
serving the rules of prevention. 
If you decide you are cured and 
stop taking the simple precautions 
you're pretty sure to be in for 
an unpleasant surprise.

Young Leaders Learn by Experience 


alert as I used to feel 
White House press conference. 


I learn as much from the ques- 
tions of the students as to what 
is really going on in their minds 
and in their community as I did 
from the questions White House 
correspondents would put to me 
about what they thought was go- 
ing on in the country and what 
the public was thinking about. 


I have picked out a number of 
questions and answers at ran- 
dom which I think throw a fair 
light on the range of interests of 
the young people in our colleges 
and universities. 


The answers to the questions 
do. not, of course, represent a 
comprehensive treatment of the 
subject raised. And they are set 
down here in the quick and spon- 
taneous give-and-take manner 
that characterized these ‘‘semi- 
nars”’ between the students. and 
this roving teacher. 


ELDER STATESMAN 


Q. Here, in a world divided 
and in turmoil, isn’t the leader- 
ship pretty well limited to a few 
elder statesmen? Where are the 
new leaders to come from? 


A. The new leaders will come 
to the top when the times call for 
them. This has always happened 
throughout history. New leaders 
always come to the top when they 
are required. The main difficulty 
with the oldsters is that they nev- 
er know when to give up. 


The best time for a man to step 
out of a position is when he has 
accomplished what he thinks is 
his program. The main trouble 
with most of these people is they 
want to maintain control after 
they’re past the time when they 
can maintain control. 


Q. But isn’t the history of the 
world full of important _work done 
by oldsters who have had experi- 
ence?. Aren't there oldsters who 
are mentally alert and in their 
prime even if they are not at 
their prime physically? 


RISING LEADERS 


A. These experienced oldsters 
you are talking about who are 
mentally efficient should not be 
ignored. They should be listened 
to by the rising leaders planning 
their own program. 


The rising leaders can _ then 
make up their own minds, which 
is what they always do anyway. 
The youngsters never learn any- 
thing except by experience. 


Q. Hasn't the office of the vice 
president of the United States be- 
come more important in recent 
times and weren’t you the first 
President to ask the vice presi- 
dent to sit in at all Cabinet meet- 
ings? 

A. In the early days of the Re- 
public, the vice president was 
usually groomed to succeed to 
the presidency. John Adams was 
vice president under Washington, 
and Jefferson was vice president 
under John Adams. 


In the years after that, the vice 
president was not given much op- 
portunity to take active part in 
the administration. It was Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and not I who 
initiated the practice of having 
the vice president take part in 
Cabinet meetings. 


ROOSEVELT AND WALLACE 
Roosevelt not only assigned spe- 
cial duties to Vice President Wal- 
lace, making him head of the 
Board of Economic Warfare, but 
invited him to Cabinet meetings. 
When I became vice president, 
I was invited to sit in with the 
Cabinet every time it met, but 
as you know, that was for a

Auxiliary To Be Prepared for War

An Iron Curtain escapee who 
“learned the hard way” views 
with consternation the compla- 
cency of the American people. 


Mrs. Emily Yeck, formerly of 
Budapest and now a US. citi- 
zen residing in Augusta, will be 
among some 500 delegates to the 
American Legion Auxiliary 
state convention here this week- 
end. As a proud, but worried, 
American, she calls on her own 
experiences in Hungary to re- 
mind delegates it COULD hap- 
pen here. 


“TI was shocked to learn about 
the lack of support to the civil 
defense programs here,” de 
clared Mrs. Yeck. “Every ef- 
fort should be made to actively 
support this program. Every 
suggestion offered should be tak- 
en seriously. 


TRAGIC AFTERMATH 


“IT know the tragic aftermath 
of a threatening situation when 
such training is put off until to- 
morrow, a tomorrow that may 
be too late.” 


A forerunner for one of the 
auxiliary’s highest honors—the 
Stella Moore Woodward trophy 
—Mrs. Yeck was born in De- 
brecen, Hungary. After grad- 
uating from high school, she at- 
tended business college in Buda- 
pest, and later worked as a sec- 
retary at the Hungarian Agri- 
culture Ministerium. In 1945, 
she married her first husband, 
who worked as a section chief 
in the same office. 


“Before World War II,”’ she 
recalled, ‘‘our life in Hungary 
was good, according to the stand- 
ard of living at that time. How- 
ever, we did not have the things 
Americans took for granted 
even then.” 


Those things included washing 
machines, electric’ appliances 
and automobiles. But, she 
pointed out, ‘““‘because we never 
had these things, we did not 
miss them.” 


Mrs. Yeck said that when her 
native government started its 
civil defense program very few 
of the people took it seriously 
or thought it was very impor- 
tant. 


HARD WAY 


“However, we learned the 
hard way,” she emphasized, 
“and for many it was too late. 
We complacently thought the 
siren testings and all the re 
quired practices just a game. 


. We changed our minds after the 


first bombing. 


“By April, 1945, our beauti- 
ful city of Budapest was a mass 
of ruins. The people were hun- 
gry, tired and had lost hope 
for freedom under the new Com- 
munist government.” 


After months of hardship, 
Emily and her husband had an 
opportunity to escape to Ger- 
many. Although her husband 
was seriously ill at the time, 
the couple felt they could not 
afford to wait for another 
chance. 


“My husband died 10 days 
after our escape,” Emily re- 
called. “I lost almost all hope 
of ever again being able to 
live a normal, happy life.” 


The Hungarian matron de- 
clared that even now she dares 
not reveal the method of her 
road to freedom because “I still 
have a mother, brother and oth- 
er relatives behind the Iron 
Curtain.” 


FAST APPROACHING 


In Germany, the American 
army was fast approaching the 
small town that was Emily’s 
temporary home. First reports 
of their approach brought fears 
of mistreatment at the hands of 
U.S. soldiers. 


“‘But,”’ Emily declared, ‘‘when 
they arrived there—six days 
after we did—we soon discov- 
ered they were real friends.” 


The Hungarian refugee was 
among those delegated to a dis- 
placed persons camp, where 
they were issued food, shelter, 
clothing and medicines. “But,” 
Emily recalled, “because of the 
lack of housing men and women 
were crowded together in large 
rooms.” 


Shortly after arriving at the 
camp, she obtained work in the 
DP hospital and with her earn- 
ings, was able to moye into a 
room of her own. 


FORGET 

“T’ll never forget that room!” 
she said. “It was in an attic, 
and the only window was in the 
ceiling. 

In August, 1946, Emily met 
James A. Yeck, an American 
serviceman. They were married 
in July, 1947. 


Recalling the early days of 
their courtship, Emily admitted 
“at first we had a difficult time 
because of the ' language bar- 
rier.” Her husband helped his 
bride master English and she 
could speak his language easily 
by the time they arrived in the 
U.S. in September, 1948. 


Almost before they had un- 
packed at John’s home in Ne- 
braska, Emily started to work 
to earn her citizenship papers. 


“The proudest day of my life,” 


she declared, ‘“‘was when the 
judge swore me in as a citizen 
of the United States, on Feb. 17, 
1950.”” 


Mrs. Yeck was a veteran 
member of the American Legion 
Auxiliary by the time they 
moved to Georgia. The mother 
of two sons, she has continued 
her interest in the organization. 
Her work has been of such high 
caliber that fellow members of 
the Jack C. Fortune Unit 205 in 


' Augusta have nominated her 


for the unit trophy.
